Washington, March 27..The President
today sent to the Senate additional docu¬
ment! concerning the Philippine insur¬

gents, consisting of papers captured by
American troops: information concerning
Philippine committee in Hong Kong;
treatment of prisoners, etc. The docu¬

ments concerning the meeting of the Phil¬

ippine committee in lb>!i¡: Kong is a tran¬

script of the minutes of the proceedings of

the committee held on February 24 and

April 5, 1896. The record for April 5,
centaine the Filipino veraion of Aguinal¬
do'! negotiation! with Admiral Dewey rel¬
ative to the former accompanying the Ad¬
miral tO Manila. One of these entile-is

to tue following effect
"ThePresident [Aguinalfto] described

the negotiations which took place during
hit absence in Singapore with the Amer¬

ican consul of that English colony. Both
agreed that the President should confer
with the admiral commanding the Ameri¬
can squadron in .Mits Bay, and if he

should accept bis propositions at beneficial
to the Filipinos, he should go in one of

the cruisers which form the licet to take

part in the subsequent events."

The account says that Aguinaldo atked
for ihe advice of the committee, as to

whether he should accompany the admi¬
ral. The advue wat generally favorable to

bit coing, but Aguinaldo insisted that it
was dangeroui to go lo the Philippine!
.'without a previous written agreement
with the admiral, since it may happen
that if be places himself at I,is orders he

may make him sign proposal! highly pre¬

judicial to the interest! of the fatherland."
He said that acceptance of such pro¬

posals would be unpatiiiitic, while if he
should refute, "a break between the two is

.vident," and be therefore proposed that
a committee sh mid lie sent to the admiral
to intervene with the insurgents if mo-

.ary and to ascertain the intentions of the

United Statte. To this it was replied by
members of the committee that "'it is

thoroughly agreed upon with the admiral
that he it to give to the President all the

aráis which he needs, r-ince the former i»

c mvinced that the fleet can do in.thing in
the Philippine! if n is not used in connec¬

tion with the insurgents in earning out

their plan of war against the Spanish
government."' They expressed the opin¬
ion that owing to Admiral Dewey*! "de¬

gree of culture" he nrould not require tbe
signing of any documents, but insisted that
If he abould so insist Aguinaldo could de¬

cline. In this connection the following
extract is significant

'"Ttiere will be no better opportunity
than the prêtent for tbe expeditionary
forces to land on those inlands and to aim

themselves at the expente of the Ameri¬
cans and tature the attainment of our

legitimate aspirations against those very

people. The Filipino people, unprovided
with arms, «ill be the victims of the de-
Bande and exactions of tbe United states,

but provided \\i:!i anus will be able to op-
pose themselves to them and struggle for
their independence."

Agoncillo nrged that Aguinaldo, once

in the Philip] ines, could arouse tbe mattet

to action against the Americans. lie

thought, however, that it was Mobable
that the United States would grant inde¬

pendence to ti e Philippinen. It was voted
¦aanhxoudy that Aguinaldo should go.

Among the documenta k also a letter
dated May 1 he-:, signed by Quartermaster
Sonnichseii, then In captivity among the

Filipino?. He lays :

"Up to Lieutenant Gilmores arrival we

have been treated in a most barbaric man¬

ner, starved, beaten and bound. We have
been living oo 6 cents a day and most of

us are nearly naked. The Spaniards have
been treated even worse than we, being
tortured in the stocks and starved."
One section of the material forwarded

relaten to reports which were sent to the

Phi'-'ppines and were regarded as; encour¬

aging to tbe insurgents. One of these is

from J. V. Martin, of St. Louis, who asks
for an article on tbe Philippine question,
which be sayt would strengthen the cause

of anti expansion in the elections in the

United Statis. There is also a letter dated

at Cincinnati and signed Dansinger, which

purports to give the proceeding! of the

Ohio Single Tax League in derogation oi
the war upon the insurgents. Mr. Dan-
sinaer also expresses his strong opposition
to such I war.

PANIC IN THE COURT ROOM.

Exciting Scenes at tht Hearing of the

Powers Casi.

Frankfort, Ky., March 26. .The most

thrilling event of the examining trial of
Republican Secretary of State Caleb Pow¬
ers occurred this afteinoiui shortly alte:

3 o'clock, and lor a few minutes it looked
as if serious trouble could not be pre¬
vented. Colonel George Denny, for the
defendant, in an argument upon the com¬

petency of a question, said
"It is perfectly lawful for people to

come here, and to come armed. I came

here several times myself."
He wat referring to the crowd that

was prisent at the matt meeting held in

the State 11 M MM yar 1 jott prior to Gov¬
ernor Goebel- e*tttinaiion.

Colonel C.imp! el;, for the prosecution,

replied that he did not consider it law¬

ful, and was surprised to know that Mr.
Denny had come here armed. Denny
denied having made such a statement, J
and laid that he did not come armed.
Canipbe I insisted that he had made the
statement. Loth men were very much
excited and spoke with vehemence, and
with arms shaking Commenced to ad-
vanee toward each other. The courti

room was crowded and the audience
evidently thought a tiiçht was on and
made a mail rmh fjr the doors and win¬
dows, people falling over each other in
their effort! to get out of the room. Sev¬
eral p( licenien and deputy sheriffs were

crying for order, and Judge Moore was

bringing his gavel down with terrific force
and urging tbe people to take the r seats.

After live or ten minutes of the most ex¬

citing scenes since the assassination,
quiet was restored.

Colonel Campbell then arose and apol¬
ogized to Denny and to the court Colo¬
nel Denny replying in a very happy
speech. On inspection of the record it

was found that Colonel Campbell had
Ulitconetroed Colonel Denny's state¬

ment.
Fx-Governor Brown in a speech asked

the court to adjourn and give the peo¬
ple time to cool oil', stating that it was

only by the coolness of several offioeri
and people around him that dozens of

people were not ki'led. He further said
that it was not that he feared any vio¬
lence, but be only spoke for the protec¬
tion of his client. County Attorney Pole-
grove objected to adjourning, stating
that it would he an admission that the
court was unable to protect the prisoner,
and insisted upon resuming the .pies-
tioning of Golden.
Colonel Denny agree 1 with Polsgrove
At the conclusion of the examination

of Golden, the Commonwealth rested its
case.

WORK OF GRIM DESTROYER.

Many Deaths in County and Town During
The Past Week.

D. B, Greever was born in Washington
county, Virginia, on the first day of .lanu

ary, 1808, and died a his home in Burke's
(huden on the 23rd of March, 1900. 11 is

parents moved to Burke'e Garden when
he was a very small boy, six or seven yetrt
old, and he lived and died on the farm
where they first settled. In his early life
he was a school teacher, and one of the
minister! who conducted his funeral ser¬

vices on last Saturday referíed to the fact
thai he went to school to the deceased
sixty-two years ago this winter.

As would be supposed from tbe fact of
his great age, he was a man of remarkable
strength and energy. He was a self-reliant
man and attended to his own affairs al¬
most to the day of his death. A week be¬
fore he died, he roJe four miles to the

post office and returned on horseback. On
his way home that day, bis horse became

frightened at a dog and ran away with

him, running several hundred yards be¬
fore tbe old man succeeded in stopping
him. It is thought that his death was

Uirgely the result of this accident, for he
seemed very much exhausted and seemed
to have sustained a severe nervous -hock
In getting off hit horte at home he fell,
but did not appear to be much hurt. He
was out the next day, but was confined to

hi:- bed alter that day.
He was known as a man of the most ex¬

act buainett methods. It was said of him
that he would ride across Burke's Garden,
even in the last years of his life, to pay I

man live cents, if he owed him. He ex-

pected others to be equally prompt witli
him.
He wat remarkably well informed fora

man of his age and was greatly interested
in the new problems of the past two years.
He never lost his interest in either public
affaira or in tbe more personal matters of
every day life.
He joined the Lutheran church forty-six

years ago and was a consistent member
until his death. In him has passed away
one of the oldest men in the county, oi.e

who 'inked the prêtent to the past, the al¬
most forgotten past, and the stern days of
his childhood somehow seem farther away
than before. When his father moved to

Burke't Garden there were only about ten

families living in tbe place, and every man

in the neighborhood met the new comers

over the mountains and helped them to

get their wagons across. Koads, there
were none, and the wagons were brought
down the mountain with saplings dragging
behind to hold them back.
As these old men are gathered to their

fathers, we are made to realize more fully
that we live in another age and thai the
burdens they are laying down are laid
down forever, and that the duties which
are ours are of a more complex and tar-
reaching nature. May we be as faithful as

they have been !

MRS. COSBY GRAHAM.

O.i last Sunday night, at nine o'clock,
Mrs. Cosby Graham died at the home of
her ton, Mr. William Graham, on Plum
Creek, three miles west of Taze*ell. She
had been quite ill for some time and her
death wat not unexpected. Mis. Graham
was the daughter of James anil Mary Har¬
rison, was bom in our town on the 25th of
January, 1824, had five brothers, who
grew up to manhood,and four sisters, who

grew to womanhood. She is survived by
but one, her brother, Col. JoeeDh Harris-
son.

In 18">2 she was married to Samuel 0.
Graham, Esq., who became one of the
most popular and influential citizens of
the county. He was for gome years clerk
of the county, was afterwards Judge of the
county court of Buchanan county, was a

member from Tsaewdl county of the cele¬
brated Secession Convention, and during
Mr. Cleveland's first term as President
was U. S. Marshal for the Western Dis¬
trict of Virginia. He died in April, 1896.

Mrs. Graham leaves one daughter, Mrs.
Win. II. Kelly, and one eon. Mr. William
Graham.

In early life she connected herself with
the Presbyterian church, and wsb o mem¬

ber of the first organization ofthat church
atlazewell. Or the eleven members who

constituted that organization, she is sur¬

vived by but two, the venerable Mrs.
Amanda Cox, now of Wytheville, Va.,

ami Mrs. ,) D Kstill, of Lexington, Va.
For nearly half a century Mrs. Graham
had been a devoted ¡md useful member of
the church.
On Tuesday at 11:80 a. ro., funeral ser¬

vices 'vere held in the Presbyterian church
at this place, conducted by Rev. Thomas

Mowbray, assisted by Bev. ,1. E. Woo),
which services were attended by a number
of the relatives and friends of the deceas¬

ed. At the conclusion ol the services at
the church the remains were taken to the
Harrissoii cemetery and buried by the side
of her husband,

He moved from
North Carolina So Tennessee with his old
master, Cap!. Sterling Smith, lie came to

Tazewell about i860 with Col. Robert
Smith, who was his master until the slaves
were made free as a result of the Civil
War. Since 1860 he has lived in the

county, always reflected ad a bondman
and a freeman. He was a colored man of
the old school, of excellent manner and

courteous bearing. On Sunday be was

buiied near bis home, the funeral and
burial being largely attended. Peace to

the ashes of "Uncle Jim," whom we knew
well and respected from our childhood to

this hour.

MOB VIOLENCE
IN DAYLIGHT.

A Double Lynching In Virginia in Fnll
View of Officers of the Law.

WHITE AND NEGRO VICTIMS.

Ex-Coaaty .luil^e Took Part in Lynching.
Troops Hail Keen Sent to the Scene

by Governor Tyler, but Were

\\ iilulrawn at hVquest of Sher-

ifl'of IhH'onnty.
II e majetty of the law has never been

more impudently defied in Virginia than
it was at Emporta, the county se«»t of
Greensviile county, on last Saturday, the
24th inst. Walter Cotton, a convicted
negro murderer, tnd B andt O'Grady, a

white man, were confined in the jail at

Kmpoiia. Cotton had been convicted at

Portsmouth, Va., of murder and had been
sentenced to be bung, lie Made hises-
cape, and had gone to (ireensville county,
where he was located by two officers of
the law,8aunderi and Welton. The ollicers
went to arrest him, he being at the time
in an old cabin, and a tramp, by the name
of O'Grady, accidentally, it ¦ supposed,
being with him. When the otlicers ap¬
proached the cabin they were shot and
killed by Cotton.

As mon at the crime wat made known
to the people of the community where the
ollicers were killed, pursuit was made of
Cotton and O'Grady. They were soon

overtaken and arrested, but not together,
they baying separated. Public feeling was

greatly incensed against the negro desper¬
ado, and also against O'Grady, who seems

to have been guilty of no offense, except
that of being accidentally in the company
of Cotton. Information reached Governor

Tyler that there would probably b° a

lynching, and he ordered one company of
the Kl.-bmond Blues to Kmpoiia tu peser ve
order. The soldiers under the command
of Major Cutchint promptly repaired to
tin- place.

Miijur Cutchint simn arrived at the con¬

clusion that a lynching u.ts imminent, and
announced his intention of calling upon
the Governor to send more troops.
On Saturday morning a conference was

held tietween county judge Samuel Good¬
win and Sheriff L^e on the one hand, and
a number of citizens on the other. At tbe
conference the que-lion of lischarginn the
militari was discussed. L was determined
at that conference that the soldiers were no

longer needed, .ml thesheiinTso no'ofied
Major Cutchint. Atsoonta the soldiers
departed the eiowd in the town constant¬
ly increased, and the mob toon got down
to business. The county judge was warned
to keep out of the court-house yard, anil
the sheriff was warned to stay away from
the jail. Former County Judge G. P.
Barham was leader of the mob. Ile and
a few utliers found no difficulty in enter¬
ing the jail.
They brougLt Cotton out and hung him

on a tree in the court house yard, the
act being witnessed by a large crowd of
men and tome women. 1'he negroes who
had gathered on the scene demanded that
the white man, O'Grady, should also be
brought forth and hnng, Though he had
been guilty of no crime, except thai "1 be¬
ing m the company ofCotton, the demand
was yielded to. and O'Gradv suffered the
same treatment that Cotton had received
from the mob.
No greater disgrace in the way of open

lawlessness has ever been known in Virgin-
nil. It is the result of the constantly
growing spirit of lawlessness that has been

existing in the State fur years. The re-

spon.-ibility should be placed upon the au-

thoHties who bad not tbe courage or the
dispodUon to prevent the crime.

EDITORIAL PARAGRAPHS.

It looks like the machine will oppose a

constitutional convention. Perhaps it has
concluded thai ihe more illiterate votes

that are cast the more the majority of the
machine can be enlarged by stealing votes.
If the machine does turn against the con¬

vention that will be the reason.

There are some Democratic papers in
the country that declare their party will
have a good chance to win the Presiden¬
cy at the approaching election. They
must be presuming largely on the igno¬
rance and fickleness of the masses of the
American people.

These are a few of
the unsavory names they give to the cor¬

rupt ring of which Senator Martin is
the boss. Cur Democratic contempora¬
ries, however, Beem to rest satisfied after
they have severely criticised the ring,
and when election times roll around they
march up to the support of the machine.

A Washington correspondent of the
Koanoke World, under date of 26th inst.,
writes that paper "The case of Gener¬
al Walker against Congressman Rhea,
involving the title to the seat from the

to the house within a few days, and it
is believed the report of the committee
will be in favor of Gen. Walker." The
Republicans of this district will be glad
when the report is made, and know that
General Walker should be seated.

Congress as the representative of the Sec¬
ond Virginia District, says : "With a

partisan and one-sided election law, Re¬
